DETAILED ACTION 

This action is responsive to the amendment filed 07-03-2008, which has been entered. 
Claims 1-14 and 17 are allowed. Claims 15-16 and 18-56 have been canceled. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 
15-56 directed to an invention non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 15-56 
have been cancelled. The amendment to claiml narrows the claim so as to require a 
roller ball that makes it impossible to rejoin claims 15-16. Claims 15-16 belong to an 
invention that does not require a roller ball and it would have been impossible to 
rejoined two different embodiments. Therefore, claims 15-16 have not been rejoined 
because they improperly depends from claim 1 . 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to anticipate or render obvious the combination of dynamic bushing asset forth in 
claim 1, and most significantly requires tube retention being defined by an apex having 
at least one top guide member extending therefrom into the tube retention area, the 
tubing retention area further being defined by a surface of the piston, the piston being 
movable towards and away from the apex and having at least two bottom guide 
members extending therefrom into the retention area and wherein at least one of the 
guide members comprises a roller ball. None of the prior art, in whole or in combination 
clearly disclose the guide member comprises a roller ball.
